Jottings at the Springfield Fair...No. 2. 





Durcn or Hotsrern Carrie. One very inter- 
esting feature of the cattle show, and one not 
‘sin the bills,’’ was a fine display of Datch or 
Holstein cattle from the herd of Mr. Winthrop 
W. Chenery of Belmont, Mass. Mr. Chenery 
has, from time to time, imported these cattle from 
Holland. They are the deep milkers of that 


country, and are the breed which has rendered | 


the Dutch dairies celebrated the world over. 
They area large kind of cattle—longer in fact 
than the Short-horns, but more loosely made. 
Mr. Chenery has had one that weighed 3,200 
pounds. One of the cows on the ground weighed 
1,200 pounds. She isa great milker, having 
given more than 1,700 of milk during the month 
of last June. 

Those who have rich pastures and wish to pro- 
duce large quantities of milk, will find these cat- 
tle useful to them. It is however, doubtful, in 
our mind whether, all things being equal, they 
are any better for this purpose than the Ayrshires, 
while these last can be kept on shorter pastures 
and in much less room than the giant Dutch cat- 
tle can. We are glad to say that our enterpris- | 
ing frienc, T. S. Lang of North Vassalboro’, 
bought a pair of them ata pretty high figure, so 
that we shall soon have a trial of them in Maine. 

Grapes or Natives. There was an enumera- 
tion in the premium list of a class entitled, 
‘‘grades or natives,’’ and several cattle were en- 
tered for the premiums under that head. Now 
we think the term natives, meaning thereby the 
distinction of the breeds of cattle reared many 
years ago, before any importations of distinct 
breeds were made, may as well be given up. We 
doubt if there are any now to be found that have 
not more or less blood of some of the imported 
breeds in their veins. Thirty-seven entries were 
made in this class, divided among Massachusetts, 
New [ampshire, and Connecticut, and there were 
some very pretty cattle among them. 

Miuco Cows. Only four entries were made in 
this class, mostly from the neighborhood. There 
ought to have been ten times that number from 
Springfield alone. The few exhibited were very

The triumph 
was fairly won, and the reputation of Maine 
horses in general, and of Gen. Knox in particu- 
lar, rose wonderfully in the minds of the immense 
crowd that had gathered to see the greatest trot 
of the show. 

Suzep aNnp Swine. We don’t know as there 
is any affinity between mutton and pork, or wool 
and bristles ; or any great similarity between the 
gentle and confiding sheep, and the fractious and 
rartankerous hog ; and yet the pens of these two 
kinds of domestic animals are generally placed 
side by side on the show grounds, and they are 
classed in juxtaposition on the programme. There 
were some very good porkers there of the Chester 
breed, a few from Vermont, and the balance from 
the neighborhood of the grounds; nothing very 
extra. The sheep, however, were more numer- 
ous. Vermont came out pretty strong with her 
thousand dollar Merino bucks, and five hundred 
dollar lambs. Good sheep of the kind, and well 
trained withal. Never fear that a Vermonter 
doesn’t know how to show up his sheep; and, 
when he has done it, never fear that he doesn’t 
know how to ask a price for the animal that will 
make a ‘*greenhorn”’ stare. We yield to the 
Green Mountain boys the crown of sheepish 
glory, and are willing to erect to their memory a 
towering monument of golden fleeces, surmounted 
with triple wreaths of rams’ horns ; and we are 
willing too, that they should blow those horns 
until the walls of all anti-merino Jerichos in the 
Union shall fall flat, and allow them to come in 
and establish their flocks upon the ruins. They 
will do it if anybody can. Other States are doing 
well with improved Merinoes, especially Maine 
and New Hampshire, but if you enquire carefully 
after the pedigree of our best Merinos, you find 
yourself in a Green Mountain barn-yard in a very 
brief space of time back from the animal in ques- 
tion. Good specimens of long-wools were exhibit- 
ed from Vermont, Connecticut and Massachusetts, 
while Connectivut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, 
and New Hampshire brought forward excellent 
samples of Soath Down or middle wools. 

Pouttry. Vermont and Massachusetts ruled 
the roost in the poultry line. The show was 
good, but not as numerous as we have seen at 
some State shows heretofore. The hen fever has 
gone down lower than it ought. The number of 
entries including all varietics, from duckling to 
shanghai, was 107, and this included all the 
kinds from gabbling goose to cooing dove, with a 
right smart sprinkling of rabbits, thrown in by 
way of spice to the entertainment. 

We believe this closes up the list of that part 
|of the ‘‘animal kingdom’’ enumerated in the 
prize lists of the show. Our attention will be

“Value of Poultry.” 


Messrs. Epitors:—Under the above head in 
the American Agriculturist, the profits of one 
hundred hens for the year 1863, as shown by J. 
C. Thompson, Staten Island, N. Y., amounts to 
$121.87. He states that the result would have 
been much more favorable but for the loss of sev- 
eral hens stolen, and the eggs on which they were 
setting, which deprived him of early layers to fill 
up the place of those killed, and of the non- 
lavers during the moulting season. 

In connection with the above, J. C. Thompson 
says :—*' perience satisfies me that a good stock 
of young poultry, ninety-five or one hundred hens 
sad bee cocks, well cared for, will produce ten 
thousand eggs per year, weighing 1,250 pounds, 
250 chicks, averaging two and a half pounds each, 
vr 625 pounds, making a total of 1,875 pounds 
of food, besides keeping the original stock good. 
It will take six pretty good sized hogs to give the 
same number of pounds of food, and that of in- 
ferior quality compared with poultry and eggs, 
besides much more heavy labor, expense and 
trouble.”’ 

Of the above the editor of that paper remarks : 
‘*We give Mr. Thompson’s statements and esti- 
mates as furnished, but caution the reader against 
these ns a basis for calculating profits. ‘Thus : he 
estimates for ninety-five hens, 10,000 eggs and 
250 chickens, which would generally require 400 
to 500 more eggs, if we allow for loss in hatch- 
ing and chickens. To hatch and ‘nurse’ these 
250 chickens, would require twenty bens at least 
three months, equivalent to five hens for a year. 
This leaves ninety hens to produce 10,500 eggs, 
or 117 each, or a nesting of twelve eggs for every 
hen once in about five weeks throughout the year. 
This is sometimes exceeded, but_cannot be de- 
pended upon by any means. One-half or two- 
thirds of this will generally be nearer the mark.”’ 

The American Agricuiturist is justly regarded 
as a high toned, scientific, and in the main, re- 
liable journal, but I would guess that its editor 
looks more after the flowers, fruits, vegetables, 
&e., of his garden than he does after the hens’ 
nests, or, it he keeps fowls, be may be 1n this re- 
spect like many other less noted individuals, who 
keep no account of their expense and income, 
and cannot tell how many eggs they produce or 
how much their income exceeds their expense. 
If he has the best varieties that can be found, he 
can hardly estimate what they will do in the 
country where they have all out-doors to roam, 
by those penned upin the narrow confines that 
can be allowed them in the metropolis. My idea 
is that the fluck of hens that will not do more 
than ‘one-half or two-thirds’? of what J. C. 
Thompson estimates them to do, should be dealt 
with as with the cow which does not give a sat- 
isfactory yield of milk—passed over to the butch- 
er. Byacalculation of J. C. Thompson's esti- 
mate, the editor of the Agriculturist makes it 
necessary for a hen to lay 117 eggs yearly, with 
nothing else to do but eat and play, which he 
thinks **cannot be depended upon by any means.”’

The 
only way to prick through the rind is to show 
them a big crop grown at small cost and an orderly 
and profitable method, gradually out-ranking their 
slatternly husbandry.— My Farm of Edgewood, 





Potatoes as Food for Stock, 


A correspondent writes: ‘‘I have seen pota- 
toes recommended highly as a food for stock—es- 
pecially horses. Dv you regard them of great 
value for this purpose ?”’ 

Liebig says, ‘‘a horse may be kept alive by feed- 
ing it with potatoes,a food containing a very 
small quantity of nitrogen; but life thus sup- 
ported, is a gradual starvation ; the animal in- 
creases neither in size nor strength, and sinks un- 
der every exertivn.’’ Now, if Liebig’s theory, 
derived from his chemical analyses and experi- 
ments, is currect, potatves have very little nutri- 
tive value. Notwithstanding this chemist’s esti- 
mate of the value of potatocs, facts, experiments 
and experience do not sustain him in it. These

Lang had sent up his 
Short-horn cow, Lalla Rookh, he would have 
shown them an animal that is fat, and Maine 
would have borne away the honors on tallow. 

So much for the cattle show. It was a good 
show, and was greater in numbers than the com- 
mittee of arrangements anticipated, for they had 
to add many pens after the hour for opening the 
show had arrived. But it was not what the six 
New England States out to have brought out. 
There was evidently a ‘‘laying back’’ among the | 
farmers of each State to see what the others would | 
bring out, and to discover the other's strength. 
We hope they have found that out by this time, | 
and will not be afraid to come on full breasted | 
next year, each willing to meet the others in full | 
and fair competition. Should this be done, there | 
could be a show that would fairly illustrate the | 
strength and value of the stock interest of New| 
England combined. 

Horsxs. The horse fraternity were out in great 
numbers, and the several New England States | 
were more equally represented in this department | 
than any other. The number of entries, count- 
ing all the @asses, were nearly two hundred. 
This includes all the varieties, from the 2.40 to 
the slow draft. Rhode Island bore away the palm 
for splendid teams of draft horses, and mules 
owned by the Messrs. Sprague’s, and Maine won 
the laurels for speed in the person of Gen. Knox. 

We had no chance to watch the trials of speed, 
our time being taken up with committee duties ; 
but we did steal a half hour to witness the first 
heat of Gen. Knox in the contest. The Maine 
boys felt no little solicitude in regard to it, be- 
cause there was some boasting what other horses 
would do, and because we knew that Knox was 
taken from his stable, where he had done exhaust- 
ing work for the past season, and came upon the 
ground without the least preparation for such 
trials, and had to compete with those that had 
been in hand, preparing for the heats nearly the 

Whole summer. The first heat was sufficient to

Titese invitations have been taken in a kindly 
spirit and many have responded. But while a 
respectable number, each year, contribute some- 
thing, and manifest a commendable spirit and 
spend their time and money in getting up a res- 
pectable Show and Fair, there are others that 
treat the matter as a foreign affair and think they 
have nothing more to do with it than to attend 
and bestow ungenerous criticisms in particular 
departments and to find fault generally. For the 
future, let each farmer, mechanic and citizen 
generally, consider that he has a personal interest 
in these annual Fairs. Such an interest as will 
lead him to wish it all success, and to contribute 
something to make it successful. 

If we had the ear of the Trustees, in the fu- 
ture, we would inaugurate some new features, 
in the programme. Svume‘how we would contrive 
to have a little more competition. Certain por- 
tions of the tables of the Hall should be allotted 
off to towns and these towns, especially notified 
that they were to make a town exhibition of their 
farm products. Have these places properly la- 
belled. so that all vicitors should notice what each 
town does and what rank it takes in the county. 
So also, allot to prominent farmers and mechan- 
ics certain places for their exhibition. 

In this way towns and individuals would feel 
that they have a particular and personal interest 


jin making a respectable show. Give the town 


that makes the best exhibition a handsome pre- 
mium. ‘This to apply to stock as well as farm 
products. In other words, let the towns get up 
a healthy competition among themselves, through 
the agency of the Society.” 





Grapes and Wine. 


We are under obligations to Mr. Thomas Her- 
bert, of Bristol, for some fine bunches of grapes 
of the Concord variety, and also for a bottle of 
wine one year old, manufactured by Mr. H., 
from this same variety of grape. The vines from 
which these grapes were picked, grew near the 
sea shore and run upon the ledge, they being 
generally a week earlier than those trained to a 
trellis. Mr. Herbert isan extensive grower of 
grapes and pears, and isa large contributor in 
these varieties at many of our county shows. 
He has also extensive glass houses, and grows 
many foreign varieties very successfully, among 
them the “Black Hamburg.” 


We kept during the year 1862, thirty-two hens. 
In addition to raising several broods of chickens, 
we sold 384 duzen egys, just twelve dozen per 
hen, keeping no acevunt of those used in the 
family or for setting, which, from estimates since 
made, (having kept an account of those used in 
the family the following year.) must bring the 
number to about fourteen dozen, or 168 eggs per 
hen, making no allowancefor their time of hatch- 
ing and taking care of four or five broods of 
chickens. In 1863 we kept sixty-five hens and 
raised more chickens, yet they produced 9,192 
eggs. or 141 each, in addition to hatching and 
‘‘pursing.”’ 

We commenced the present year with ninety- 
eight hens, three ducks and one guinea-hen, whose 
eggs have been reckoned together, but the ducks 
and guinea-hen have laid but a few eggs. Hav- 
ing sold some and bought a few, our number has 
been a Jittle irregular, the 102 being reduced to 
ninety-six, I bought ten about the middle of the 
fifth month, and on the Ist of the ninth month, 
to which time I reckon, the stock numbered nine- 
ty, averaging as pearly as I can judge 100 for the 
time. These laid in the eight months 10,620 
eggs, 106 per hen, while 17 were allowed to set, 
and a sufficient number detailed to care for the 
chickens, and one third of the year (but the 
poorest portion) left them for laying. 

Had none been allowed toset, theireggs would 
have exceeded the 117 in two thirds of the year, 
and now pullets hatehed and brought up by them 
are nearly ready to take the place of sume of 
them in daying. 

My chance for keeping fowls is only ordinary. 
T have no hen-house, and the barn used for that 
purpose is so cold that in severe weather the eggs 
must be brought in very soon after they are laid 
to secure them before they are frozen, and there 
is no reason why the same kind of hens, with 
good care, will not do as well with any one else 
as they have done with me. 

My stock consists chiefly of the Bolton Greys. 
I find them very hardy—seldom lose one, and 
they are seldom unsurpassed as layers by any 
that I have yet tried. I have some of them to 
spare, as will be seen by reference to the adver- 
tising columns.

A Good Sheep Rack---Reply to Query. 


Mzssrs. Epitors :—I see in the Farmer of Sept. 
8th, that H. Bisbee wants information in regard 
to the best sheep rack. I think I can give him 
a description of one that is the best I have ecen. 
Take two plank of any soft wood, and of any de- 
sirable length, one foot wide, (or less will do ;) 
make mortices through them four inches long 
and two inches wide, two feet apart, beginning 
eight inches from eaeh end, and let the top of the 
mortice be six inches from one edge, (the top 
edge) and set the plank up on edge twenty-six 
inches apart. Put through the mortices pieces 
of plank four inches wide and two inches thick ; 
let them fit well by making the mortice a little 
longer on the outside, and make the cross-bars a 
little dove-tailed, and key them,.so as to make 
them secure ; tben lay a seed tight floor of sound, 
seasoned lumber—that will make a tight box five 
inches deep, and as long as you please: If you 
do not get plank long enough, take more plank 
and make another box just like the former, and 
place the ends together, and so on until you get 
the desired length of your crib to suit your sheep 
house. Then take bass, spruce or pine boards 
two anda half feet long and six inches wide, 
plane the edges and round them a little so they 
will not tear the wool from the sheep's neck ; 
nail them to the outside of the outside plank up- 
right, leaving a space of six inches between each 
upright or board. This will give each sheep a 
apace of one foot, and the box twenty-eight in- 
ches from outside to inside of slat, s0 when the 
sheep eat they will stand head to head, so at this 
width their noses will come so near together that 
they will clean the crid out in eating. Then 
take pieces of boards of any length, say three or 
four inches wide, and nail them on those slats 
near the top to steady them, and make them more 
secure, (what the carpenters call a ribbon.) 
Board up the ends tight 80 the sheep cannot put 
their heads through and rob the side sheep near 
the ends of the crib. The end bars of this crib 
might be made strong, and put an eye-bolt 
through them ; slope the ends of the side plank 
like a sled runner, 80 you can hook # chain into 
the eye and haul them out of the sheep barn or 
pen, to clean them out in spring, and haul them 
back again when desirable. If Mr. Bisbee’s 
sheep pen is under his barn, and he desires to 
feed from the floor, he can fix a tight sluice of 
boards to let the fodder into the erih, so the dirt 
will not drop on the sheeps’ wool; then have a

In general, I find that the most 
modest opinions in regard to the agricultural 
aids of applied science, come from the men of 
| most distinguished scientific attainment ; and the 
| exaggerated promises and suggestions flow from 
thuse who are slightly indoctrinated, and who 
make up by uproar of words, and aggregation of 
pretentious claims, for their quiet confidence 
and far-sighted moderation of real science. Even 
so we find a General in command—lovking from 
end to end of the field—modcst in his promises, 
doubtful by reason of nis knowledge ; while some 
blatant Colonel, puffy with regimental valor, 
and knowing the positions only by the confused 
| roar of artillery, will promply threaten to bag 
every man of the encmy. 

But aside from the exaggeration alluded to— 
and of which I should reckon eo minute a soil-anal- 
ysis as to determine what ground would most fa- 
vor the development of pectose ina baking pear, 
and of pectic acid in @ Bartlett, a fair sample— 
there are other hindrances to the effective and 
profitable colaboration of scientific men with the 
practical farmer. The latter has a wall about him 
of seli-confidence, ignorance of technicals, great 
common sense and awkward pr: judices, which the 
ecientific man, with his precision, bis fineness of 
observation, his remote analogies, and his impa- 
tience of guess-work, is not accustumed or fitted to 
undermine. Ile may breach indeed successfully 
all the old methods, but if the old methodist dues 
not detect or recognize the breach, what boots it? 
Science must stoop to the work, and show him a 
corn crop that-is larger and grown more cheaply 
than his own ; this is sending a shot home. 

Let me illustrate by a little talk, which I think 
will have the twang of realism about it. 

A shrewd chemist, devoting himéelf to the mis- 
sionary work of building up farming by the aid of 
science, pays a parochial visit to one of the back- 
sliders whom he counts most needful of reforma- 
tion. The back-slider—I will call him Nathan— 
is breaking up a field, and is applying the manure 
in an unfermented and unctuous state ; the very 
act of sinning, accurding to the particular theory 
of our chemist, per who urges that manures 
should be applied only after thorough fermenta- 
tion. 

He approaches ou ploughing farmer with a 
‘‘good morning.”” 

**Morning,”’ return Nathan (who never wastes 
words in compliment. ) 

‘*I see you use your manure unfermented.”’ 

‘*Waal, | d’n’ know—guess it’s about right ; 
smells pooty good, don’t 1?” 

«Yes, but don’t you lose something in the 
smell ?”’ 

«Wall d’n’ know ; kinder hard to bottle much 
of asm}; ain't it?” 

‘Bat why don't you compost it ; pack up your 
long manure and turf and muck, so that they will 
absorb the ammonia ?’’ 

“The what ?—(Gee, Bright !)”’ 

‘‘Ammonia ; precisely what makes the guano 
act so quickly.” 

Ammony, is it ; waal—guanner has a pooty 
good smell tew ; my opinion is that manure ought 
to have a pooty strong smell, or ‘taint good for 
nuthin’.”’ 

Scientific gentleman a little on the hip: but 
revives under the pungency of the manure. 

**But if you were to inc rporate your long ma- 
pure with turf and other material, you would 
make the turf good manure, and put all in a bet- 
ter state for plant fuod.’’ 

‘*Waal—(considering)—I've made compo's 
afore now ; dooz pooty well for garden sass and 
sich like, but it seems to me kinder like puttin’ 
water to half a giass o’ eperit; it makes a drink 
a plaguey sight stronger’ n water, no doubt o’ 
that; but after all's said and done, "taint so 
strong as the rum. (Haw, Buck ; why don’t ye 
haw ?)” 

Scientific gentleman wipes his spectacles, but 
follows after the plough. 

‘Do you think, neighbor, — ploughing 
this sod as deeply as it should be?” 

**Waal—(Gee, Bright !) it’s as folks think ; 
I doan’t like myeelf to turn up much o’ the yal- 
ler: it’s a kind o’ cold sile.”” 

‘*But color is a mere accidental circumstance, 
and has no relation to the quality of the soil.” 

(**Gee, Bright! gee!’’) 

‘There are a great many mineral elements of 
food lying below, which plants seek alter ; don't 
you find your clover roots running down into the 
yellow suil?” 

‘* Waal, clover’s a kind 0’ tap-rooted thing— 
nat‘ral for it to run down; but if it tuns down 
arter the yaller, whats the use o’ bringin’ on it 
up?’

into its composition. Loudon estimates that an 
acre of potatves will yield more than double (five- 
ninths wore) the quantity of nutritious food that | 
an acre of wheat will yicld—not as much in pro- | 
portion to balk, but more per acre. Curwen fed 
his horses each a stone aud a half (21 ibs.) of | 
steamed potatoes mixed with a tenth of cut straw | 
daily, and he found an acre of potatves prepared | 
in this way, **to go as far as four acres of hay.’’ | 
Other experiments have established the fact that | 
the potato, and meadow hay, when brought to the | 
same state of dryness, contain as nearly as possi- | 
ble, the same proportions of azote—the vital | 
part of food; and the balance of the potato is 
nearly all starch, and available as food, while 
the remainder of the hay is largely woody fibre, 
and unavailable for food. 
Boursipgault’s experiments and analyses with 
a view to determine the relative values of differ- 
ent kinds of food of animals, are probably as 
complete as any. Ilis table of equivalents are 
interesting. ‘Taking ten pounds of hay as the 
standard, he gives the following quantities of dif- 
ferent kinds of fuod as equivalents : 
eut in flower, 10 lbs; green clover in flower, 34 ; 
wheat straw, 52; rye straw, 61; barley straw, 
52; oat straw, 55; pea straw, 6; potato leaves, 
36: carrot leaves, 13; potatoes, 28 ; old potatoes 
41; carrots, 35 ; turnips, 61 ; white cabbage, 37, 

as, 3; indian corn, 6; wheat, 5; rye, 5; bar- 
ey, 6; oats,5; bran, 9; oil-cake, 2. 

The foregoing figures, based as they are, not 


periments, affurd as accurate and reliable data for 
comparison as we have, probably. But we need 
not go to Boussingault fur proof of the nutritious 
character of the potato asa food for animals. 
Every farmer who has fattened his hogs on boiled 
tatos—as many have, or at least kept them in 
excellent thrift—knows that Liebig’s theory is a 
false one—at any rate it is not broad enough to 
cover the facts. 
Potatoes should not be fed to stock, in quanti- 
ty, uncooked. It is more profitable to steam 
them. True, men who have tested them, say a 
are excellent fed to mileh cows, cut and uncooked. 
But steamed, they are better for both cows and 
horses. If you have no steam apparatus—as 
every farmer who feeds stock should have—it is 
better to boil them than to feed them raw. 

There is one other item which shoald not be 


that potatoes when given to live stock, produce 
more manure thanany other food—100 pounds 
of potatoes producing 66 pounds of manure of 
the very best description. . 

We wish our readers to take notice that while 
we do regard the potato valuable asa food for 
stock, we do not assert that it is more profitable 
to feed it to horses than hay and oats, or to cows, 
than bay and shorts, or carrots or turnips. This 
question of comparative profit mast depend al- 
ways on the comparative market value of the dif- 
ferent articles of consumption, and upon the rel- 
ative cost of production. , ¢ 

The intelligent farmer who does business with 
his capital invested in his farm, its stock, crops 
and implements, just as he would do business 
with the same amount of sugar, teas and sirrups, 
or any other artiele of merchandise, can approach 
this sudject of relative profit very nearly, aided 
hy his knowledge of the cost of the product, its 
market value, present and prospective, and the 
above statement of equivalents by Boussingault. 
And the farmer who bas not provided himself 
with euch data, would not be likely to profit by 
any aid we might attempt to render him. 





Poultices. 


As to inflammation, sores, cuts, wounds by 
rusty nails, etc., the great remedy is warmth and 
moisture, because these promote evaporation and 
cooling : whatever kind of poultice is applied, 
that is best which keeps moist the longest, and is 
in its natare mild ; hence, cold, light, (wheaten) 
bread, soaked in sweet milk, is one of the very 
best known. There is no specific virtue in the 
repulsive remedy of the ‘entrails of a live 
chicken,”’ of scraped potatoes, turnips, beets, 
carrots, or any other scrapings ; the virtue consists 
in the mild moisture of the application. Hence 
the memory need not be burdened with the recol- 
lection of particular kinds of poultices, but onl 
with the principle that that poultice is best whic 
keeps moist longest without disturbance.—Dr. 
Hatt. ;

The War Nows of the Week. 

The news of Sheridan’s great victory has filled 
the country with rejoicing. Following so closely 
upon the glorious consummation of Sherman’s 
magnificent campaign in Georgia, and Farragut’s 
heroic achievement at Mobile, the stroke which 
has now fatlen like a thunder-bolt upon the Con- 
federacy in the overwhelming discomfiture and 
destruction of one of its best appointed armies, 
led by a chosen general, will exert an influence 
upon the fortunes of the war which can hardly 
be over-estimated. It promises to be the grand 
turning point of the great Virginia campaign, 
giving Gen. Grant a vantage ground never before 
occupied by him and from which, we trust, he 
will now be able to strike the long-deferred deci- 
sive blow at the rebellion. The official dispatch- 
es published in our war record tell the story brief- 
ly, but comprehensively and clearly. After long 
weeks of patient and skilful manceuvreing by 
which the rebel army under Early was kept em- 
ployed in the valley of the Shenandoah, refusing 
or avoiding his repeated proffers of battle, at the 
same time effectually thwarting every movement 
towards the passage of the Potomac and the in- 
vasion of Maryland, the moment at length was 
ripe for Sheridan to strike the long-meditated and 
prepared for blow. On Monday morning, the 
19th inst., his forces, consisting of the 6th and 
19th corps, with the army of Western Virginia 
in reserve, confronted Early in his chosen and 
well-fortified position near Winchester. A heavy 
cannonading, lasting several hours, was followed 





_ at about 11 o’clock by the onset of our infantry 


upon the enemy. The attack was made by Sher- 
idan in splendid style, his columns massed and 
advancing with colors flying and bands playing. 
The contest was fierce and sanguinary, and for a 
long time the result was doubtful. At last the 
superior valor and determination of our troops 
prevailed, and the rebels were driven from their 
position with terrible loss, retreating through 
Winchester, followed closely by our victorious 
army. The defeat of the rebels was complete and 
decisive. Their losses are stated at five thousand 
killed and wounded and three thousand prisoners. 
Among the trophies of the fight, were five thous- 
and stand of arms, five pieces of artillery and 
eleven battle flags. Three rebel Generals are re- 
ported killed and five wounded. Nearly all their 
dead and wounded were left upon the field. Our 
own losses were severe, being estimated at nearly 
four thousand killed and wounded. During the 
night Early continued his retreat up tte valley, 
teaching, the next day, a strong position on Fish- 
er’s Hill, beyond Strasburg, nearly thirty miles 
from the battle field, where another stand was 
made. Sending his ‘tvalry in pursuit, Sheridan 
followed with the remainder of his army, and on 
Thursday noon again attacked Early in his en- 
trenchments, carrying the works by assault, the 
rebels throwing down their arms, abandoning 
most of their artillery and flying in confusion in 
every direction. The rout of the enemy was 
complete. 

In this engagement twenty pieces of artillery 
and 1100 prisoners were captured. The number 
killed and wounded of the enemy is not stated. 
Our own losses were slight. At the last accounts 
the rebel fugitives were still in flight, having 
abandoned the valley and making their way 
through Culpepper and Gordonsville towards 
Richmond. 

Among the immediate fruits of these decisive 
and glorious successes is the opening of the route 
to Lynchburg, the possession of which will close 
an important remaining avenue of supply for the 
rebel army in Richmond. Unless Lee can pre- 
vent the advance of Sheridan to Lynchburg, he 
may as well make up his mind to the evacuation 
of the rebel capital or the surrender of his army. 
Perhaps it may be that little choice in the matter, 
is even now left to him: We shall see. 


The Draft. 
The drafting in the 3d Congressional District 
to complete the quotas of the towns which had 
not been filled by volunteering, under the call of 
July 18, and also to supply all deficiency under 
former calls, commenced at the office of the Pro- 
vost Marshal, on Monday, 19th inst., and term- 
inated on Friday the 23d, occupying five days. 
The entire deficiency in seventy-two towns of the 
District, was 842, and 1684 names were drawn 
to supply the deficiency. Many of these towns 
have filled their quotas by volunteering since the 
draft, thereby exempting the drafted men in those 
towns from service. The Provost Marshal has 
furnished us for publication the following list of 
towns in which the draft took place, the number 
pdeatted in each, the date of drafting, and the 
time when the drafted men are ordered to report 
for examination. The names of the drafted men

Ivrormation TO Drarrep Men. We publish 
the following abstract of the sundry provisions of 
the Enrolment Act, and the instructions of the 
War Department, by which the Provost Marshals 
are governed, for the information of drafted men : 


Ist. Drafted men who put in substitutes who are liable 
to draft,will not probably be called upon during the year, 
as the enrolment wil! not probably be exhausted during 
that time. Section 5th Amended Enrolment Act, reads as 
follows: ‘‘That any person drafted into the military ser- 
viceof the United States may, before the time fixed for 
hisappearance for duty at the draft rendezvous, furnish 
an acceptable substitute subject to such rules and obliga- 
tions as may be presented by the Secretary of War. 
That if such substitute is not liable to draft, the person 
furnishing him shall be exempt from draft during the 
time for which such substitute is not liable to draft, 
not exceeding the term for which he was drafted; and 
if such substitute is liable to draft, the name of the per- 
son furnishing him shall again be placed on the roll and 
shall be liable to draft on future calls but not until the 
present enrolment shall be exhausted; and this exemp. 
tion shall not exceed the term for which such person 
shall have been drafted. And any person now in the 
military or naval service of the United States not phys- 
ically disqualified, who has so served more than one 
year and whose term of unexpired service shall not at 
the time of substitution exceed six months, may be em- 
ployed as a substitute to serve in the troops of the State 
in which he enlisted; and if any drafted person shall 
hereafter pay money for the procuration of a substitute 
under the provisions of the Act to which this is an 
amendment, such payment of money shall operate only 
to relieve such person from draft in filling the quota; 
and his name shall be retained on the roll in filling fu- 
ture quotas; but in no instance shall the exemption of 
any person, on account of his payment of commutation 
money for the procuration of a substitute, extend be- 
yond one year; but at the end of one year in every 
such case, the name of any person so exempted shall be 
enrolled again, if not before returned to the enrolment 
list under the provisions of this section. 

2d. The Navy department having directed that sub- 
stitutes will not be enlisted in the Navy except they be 
seamen or firemen—hereafter all substitutes, with these 
exceptions, for enroled or drafted men will be mus- 
tered into the army. 

3d. By order of the War Department, drafted men can- 
not in any case be allowed over five days after examina- 
tion and acceptance to get substitutes. If a substitute 
is not procured, at the expiration of that time they will 
be obliged to report for duty. 

4th. Drafted men cannot enlist as volunteers unless 
properly discharged by the Board of Enrolment. In 
case they do so they will be held and treated as desert- 
ers. Persons counselling or aiding them so to enlist are 
held liable. 

5th. Drafted men cannot (unless they wish to enter 
the service at once) be examined physically before the 
day named in their notification; but can putin claims 
for exemption for other causes at any time or can pre- 
sent substitutes by giving the Board a written notice of 
their intention so to do, 

6th. Volunteer recruits will be received at any time, 
and towns can still fill their quotas by volunteers if they 
wish, thereby securing the release of their drafted men. 
Drafted men can furnish substitutes up to the time they 
are to be forwarded from the general rendezvous. 

7th. State bounty of $100, will be paid to each sub- 
stitute and drafted man who enters service on the day 
that they are forwarded to the general rendezvous. 
Drafted men who through any disease or infirmity are 
liable to appear, should send in on the day named in 
their notification a sworn certificate from their attend- 
ing physician or surgeon, showing their disease or in- 
firmity and that it prevents them from travelling, <&c. 
A similar certificate with a five cent stamp attached 
must be forwarded every two weeks. 





Vermont State Farr. The exhibition and fair 
of the Vermont State Agricultural Society came 
off at Burlington week before last, and was at- 
tended by some of our Maine friends. They re- 
port to us that it was well attended and quite 
successfnl. We are glad to hear that. Our 
young friend True exhibited his new potato plant- 
er, which drew as much attention there as it did 
at the Springfield show, and was awarded $15 
and adiploma. Another friend writes us that 
he saw three Durham oxen on the ground belong- 
ing to Gov. Brown, girting on an average, ten 
feet, and weighing 4,000 pounds each. Here- 
fords and Devon oxen on the ground were very 
fine. One pair girting six feet ten inches sold for 
$350. The horses, of course, were numerous 
and very fino, and the,sheep worthy of all praise. 
Bucks sold from one to three thousand dollars 
per head, and buck lambs sold all the way from 
one hundred to one thousand dollars each. ‘Lhe 
great flag presented to the sheep breeders of Ver- 
mont by the World’s Fair at Hamburg, to Geo. 
Campbell, waved by the side of the stars and 
stripes over the ground as evidence of the ac- 
knowledgement of the superiority of Vermont 
over old Europe in this department of husbandry. 
Our friend S. W. Tinkham of Anson, was there 
also and brought home half a dozen first rate ewe 
lambs to put with his already valuable flock of 
Spanish Merinos.

Tue 19rn Marve. We are indebted to Mr. L. 
Chamberlain, Headquarters Clerk 19th Maine, 
for a carefully prepared statistical statement of 
the condition of the regiment since its organiza- 
tion at Camp Howard, Bath, in August, 1862. 
Its decimated ranks bear record of weary 
marching and hard fighting since it became con- 
nected with the Army of the Potomac. The reg- 
iment has participated in every important battle 
in Virginia since that of Antietam, and in near- 
ly every engagement losing heavily, sometimes 
nearly one third of the number present for duty, 
in killed, wounded and missing. Since the open- 
ing of the present campaign, it has been kept 
constantly at the front, doing an amount of dif: 
ficult and dangerous service not surpassed by any 
other Maine regiment in the field. Mr. Cham- 
berlain writes us that although the casualties of 
the regiment in the several engagements of the 
campaign have been very numerous, fortunately 
many ot the wounds bave not been of the sever- 
est character, and many have recovered and re- 
joined the ranks to strike still another blow, at 
the tottering rebellion. Col. Welch, having 
nearly recovered from his wounds, is now in com- 
mand of the regiment, which still holds an ad- 
vanced position near the Weldon Railroad. In 
comparing the following statistics with those of 
the Maine regiments whose term of service has 
expired, it will be noticed that the 19th presents 
a record of only two years. The larger portion 
of the desertions were by conscripts from other 
States, many of them before joining the regiment :

About eighty men belonging to the regiment, 


whose term of service has also expired, were Jeft 
behind in hospitals, but they are all reported as 
doing well, and will return assoon as practicable. 
The record of this regiment from the time of its 
departure for Hilton Ilead, S. C., to its closing 
work in the campaign of Gen. Butler, and in the 
trenches before Petersburg—including its part in 
the assault and capture of Forts Wagner and 
Gregg in Charleston harbor, where a large num- 
ber of the officers and men were specially com- 
mended for courage and daring—is well known 
by all who have watched with interest the action 
of Maine regiments in the field, and it is only 
necessary to say that, although it has been the 
lot of the Ninth to pass much of its time of ser- 
vice in comparative inactivity, yet whenever need- 
ed in close engagement or hazardous duty, that 
duty has been well performed; and its record, if 
showing a less amount of heroic work, is behind 
no other Maine regiment in performing the share 
that has fallen to it. 

The regiment left the front before Petersburg 
on Wednesday, 2lst inst., and will be mustered 
out to-day (Tuesday) by Maj. Mann, U.S. A. 


Tae Sream Car anv Locat Traver. ‘The steam 
car which, during the past summer, has been 
running between this city and Gardiner, has not 
only developed the local travel, and created an in- 
dividual and collective interest between the two 
places, (and the intermediate one of Hallowell,) 
but it has grown to be a decided necessity, and 
the query is often made, ‘“‘what could we do with- 
out the Dummy ?’’ We believe the result will 
eventually be, that a train of two or three cars 
will take the place of the ‘‘steam car,’’ so large 
will be the amount of travel. This was the case 
on the Boston and Worcester railroad, where one 
steam car was originally in use, that company 
now runfing a train of six cars in place of it. 
On Saturday of last week, there were over one 
hundred passengers on the last trip of the car to 
Gardiner, and this is not an unusual number for 
it to carry on its last trip down other days of the 
week than Saturday. When it is known that the 
capacity of the steam car is sixty passengers, and 
that it often carries one hundred and over, it js 
pretty strong evidence that the local travel has 
outgrown the cradle, and should have a train of 
some size, upon which pussengers may ride with 
convenience. We know of many parties, work- 
men and others, who would board at Hallowell 
and Gardiner, and come to this city daily, if suf- 
ficient accommodation were provided, and we hope 
the company, while looking at its own interests, 
will also be mindful of that of the public. 

In view of the great amount of regular travel, 
and the large number likely to attend the show 
of the Kennebec Union Agricultural Society at 
Gardiner, on Tuesday and Wednesday of next 
week, we hope the company will put on extra cars 
to accommodate all who wish to attend from this 
city. Let there be a good representation, not 
only of persons but articles for the exhibition. 








An Appgat To THE Prope or Mains. The ap- 
proaching rigors of winter and the prospect of an 
early renewal of active operations by the Army 
of the Potomac, should remind the people of 
Maine of the necessity of making timely provis- 
ion for the relief of our sick and wounded sol- 
diers.

We pub- 
lished in the despatches of last week an extract 
from a letter from Gen. Hood, the rebel comman- 
der in Georgia, to Gen. Sherman, charging the 
latter with cruelty and inhumanity in removing 
the women and children from Atlanta upon its 
occupancy by our forces. The following is the 
admirable reply of Gen. Sherman: 
To Gen. J. R Hocd:—Gencral: I have the honor 
to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of this 
date at the hands of Messrs. Ball and Orr, Esqs., 
consenting to the arrangements I have proposed 
to facilitate the removal south of the people of At- 
lanta, who prefer to go in that directivu. I in- 
close you a cupy of my orders, which will, I am 
satisfied accomplish my purpose perfectly. 
You style the measure pro ‘‘unprecedent- 
ed,’’ and appeal to the dark history of the war 
for its el asan act of “studied and un- 
generous cruelty.”’ It is not unprecedented, for 
Gen. Johnston himself very wisely and properly 
removed families all the way from Dalton down, 
and J see no reason why Atlanta should be except- 
ed. 
Nor is it necessary to appeal to the dark history 
of war, when recent and modern examples are 80 
handy. You yourself burned dwelling houses 
along your parapet, and Phave seen to-day fifty 
houses that you have rendered uninhabitable be- 
cause they stood in the way of your forts and 
men. You defended Atlanta on a line 80 close to 
the town that every cannon shot and many musket 
shots from our line of investment that overshot 
their mark went into habitations of women and 
children. Gen. Hardee did the same at Jones- 
boro’ and Gen. Jubnston did the same last sum- 
mer at Jackson, Miss. I have not accused you 
of heartless cruelty, but merely instance these 
cases of very recent occurrence and could go on 
and enumerate hundreds of others, and challenge 
any fair man to judge which of us has a heart of 
pity for the families of a brave people. 

say it is kindness to those families of Atlanta 
to remove them now at once from scenes that 
women and children should not be exposed to, 
and a brave people should scorn to commit their 
wives and children to rude barbarians ®ho thus, 
as you say, violate the laws of war as illustrated 
in the pages of its dark history. 

In the name of common sense [ ask you not to 
appeal to a just God in such a sacrilegious man- 
ner—you who in the midst of peace and prosperi- 
ty have plunged a nation into civil war—dark 
and cruel war—who dared and badgered us to 
battle, insulted our flag, seized our arsenals and 
forts that were left in the honorable custody of 
peaceful ordnance sergeants, seized and made 
prisoners of war the very garrison sent to protect 
your people against negroes and Indians long be- 
fore any act was committed by the, to you, hateful 
Lincoln goverment, tried to force Kentucky and 
Missouri into rebelliou in spite of themselves, fal- 
sified the vote of Louisiana, turned loose your pri- 
vateers to plunder unarmed ships, expelled Union 
families by thousands, burned their houses and 
declared by an act of your Congress the confisca- 
tion of all debts due uorthern men for the goods 
had and received. Talk thus to the marines, but 
not to me, who have seen these things, and who 
will this day make as much sacrifice tor the peace 
and honor of the South as the best born Southern- 
er among you. 

If we must be enemies, let us be men and fight 
it out as we propose to-day, and not deal in such 
bypocritical appeals to God and humanity. God 
will jndge us in due time, and He will pronounce 
whether it be more humane to fight with a town 
full of women and the families of a **brave people”’ 
at our back, or to remove them in time to a place 
of safety, among their friends and people.

whose furloughs had expired, left this city this

we understand, to report to Gen. Sheridan at the 
front. Col. Henry Rust, Jr., is in command of 
the 13th, and Col. Isaac Dyer of the 15th. Dur- 
ing their furlough in Maine, a considerable num- 
bar of recruits have been added to their regiments, 
but we are sorry to add that many of the re-en- 
listed men, particularly of the 15th, mostly for- 
eigners, have availed themselves of the opportu- 
nity to desert, after receiving the State bounty, 
and are now probably lost tu the service. On 
Monday afternoon, previous to their departure, 
by invitation of the City Government, the 13th 
and 15th were entertained in the rotunda of the 
State House, where a bountiful fruit collation was 
provided for them. The tables were loaded with 
peaches, pears, apples, melons, grapes, &c., and 
the boys were not slow in making an appropriate 
disposition of them. A brief and stirring ad- 
dress by Hon. Lot M. Morrill, and a letter read 
by Adj. Gen. Hodsdon from Gov. Cony, who was 
obliged to be absent on official business, were re- 
ceived with demonstrations of enthusiasm and 
the affair passed off in a very satisfactory manner. 
Much credit is due to Mayor Caldwell and to 
many gentlemen and ladies for their exertions in 
making preparations for the entertainment, and 
carrying it through so successfully. The boys 
had a good time. 





GarSeveral important changes are about to 
take place in the Post Office Department of the 
United States. Among them are these: All 
Postmasters are to receive a fixed salary—based 
upon the proceeds of their office for the past 
year—instead of commissions as formerly. These 
salaries are divided into five classes, of which 
Portland and Bangor are the only first class offices 
in Maine, the salary of the former being $3600, 
and the latter $3200. In thesecond class are the 
following: Augusta, $2500; Bath, $2,500; 
Belfast, 2000 ; Biddeford, 2100; Calais, 2200; 
Lewiston, 2500; Rockland, 2200. Way bills in 
sending letters are to be dispensed with, thus do- 
ing away with a very large amount of writing 
and greatly reducing the labor of the offices. 
Letters are simply done up, directed, and started 
on their way. The Postal Money Order System, 
simplifying and rendering safe the sending of 
money by mail also goes into operation. In ad- 
dition to these changes, the greater part of the 
regular mail distribution now done at post offices, 
is to be done on board of railway trains, thus 
hastening the delivery of mail matter, at large 
Post Offices.

Letter from the Front. 
Heapquarters, 3p Bria. Ist Div., 107m A. C. 
Before Petersburg, Va., Sept. 22d, 1864. 
Messrs. Eptrors:—Preparations for a grand assault 
upon Petersburg is progressing steadily; large rein- 
forcements are coming in rapidly, and going to the 
Weldon railroad, where the attack will be made, Many 
thousands of troops are also sent to Bermuda Hundreds, 
Gen. Butler’s front, where another advance will be made. 
The entire line from Deep Bottom to the Weldon road, 
a distance of nearly forty miles, has been strengthened 
by men and guns, The enemy, too, seem to be fortify- 
ing their own lines preparatory to the grand battle. 
Grant’s new railroad has been completed, and two 
trains are constantly running. The enemy have not 
fired a shot upon the cars since my last letter.

Much has been said in regard to the recapture of the 
many cattle, taken by the rebels last week, but not one, 
has been retaken by our men. I visited the lst Maino 
cavalry the 19th inst., who bad just returned to camp 
after scouring the country for the raiders, and ascertain- 
ed from good authority that they had not seen or heard 
of the rebels that committed this bold act. Nearly all 
the D. C. cavalry guarding the cattle, were also captur- 
ed, including their sixteen shooters. 

Casualties occur daily in this command, caused by the 
enemy’s guns. Asa A. Arthurs, Co. F, llth Me., was 
instantly killed while sitting in his tent in cafap. Serg 
Frank Bassett, Co. D, same regiment, whose term of 
service expired the 2d inst., was also killed while per- 
forming his duty on picket. Private A. W. Bowley, 
Co. C, 11th Me., wounded slightly in leg, while in the 
trecches. The 100th N. Y., while going to the front on 


duty, had two men wounded by stray shots from the) 


rebels; during the night the bullets came in on all sides. 

Capt. S. I. Merrill still retains command of the llth 
Maine, and has the credit of having the finest camp in 
the command.

FeperaL awpD Reset Losses in THE ATLANTA 
Campaicn. A correspondent of the New York 
Times thus estimates the relative losses of the 
Federal and Rebel armies during the campaign 
which has just closed with the capture of At- 
lanta : 

‘*The following may be considered a fair eati- 
mate of our losses during the campaign. The 
figures embrace the killed, wounded and missing.

In the above is embraced the cavalry losses, 
including the loss of portions of Stoneman’s 
and McOook’s forces around Atlanta, which has 
been reduced to less than 1,000. Our loss in 
cannon was fifteen—ten at the battle of the 22d 
of July, three taken from Stoneman, and two 
abaudoned by McCvok. Oar loss in colors is far 
inferior to the enemy's. 

We have lost two general officers killed, Mc- 
Pherson and Harker, and six wounded, four of 
whom have returned to duty. 

Up to the battle of Peachtree Creek, with the 
exception of the series of fights near Dallas, our 
losses exceeded that of the rebels, as a general 
thing. It is fair to believe, however, that in all 
skirmishes the losses on both sides were about the 
same. Therefore, I will add up the list of our 
losses in what may be termed the skirmishes, 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta, and credit a like 
amount to the rebels :

Awrvut Catamity. The Portland Press gives 
the following particulars of a tragical event in 
Denmark, Oxford County, on Tuesday the 13th 
inst., resulting in the death of Mrs. Abby Quincy 
Adams, wife of Mr. Gilson Adams of that town 
and her two children, aged respectfully 5 and 24 
years : 

‘*Mrs. Adams had occasionally been subject to 
fits of mental derangement, in one of which, 
some three years ago she sought to take her own 
life and the lives of her three children. Before 
she had pe | effected her purpose, she was dis- 
covered and rescued. She drowned one, a little 
boy 5 years old. After this, she recovered her 
reason and retained it, to all human appearance, 
up to a few days since, when she began to show 
some marks of insanity. 

On Tuesday last she appeared to be perfectly 
sane, 80 that her husband, without the least 
suspicion that she contemplated mischief either 
to herself or others, left her alone for a few hours 
with the children. On returning to his home he 
found, to his grief and amazement, that she had 
drowned herself in the pond and two of three 
little boys!

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The Record of the War. 
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Glorious News from the Shenandoah---A Grent 
Battle and Splendid Victoroy---The Rebel 
Army Rou with Terrible Slaughter. 


Wasutnaton, Sept. 20. We have won a glori- 
ous victory in the Shenandoah Valley. Sheridan 
defeated Early yesterday in the vicinity of Hall- 
town, capturing 2500 prisoners, five guns and 
nine stands of colors, besides killing and wound- 
ing nearly 3000 of the enemy. Early is in full 
retreat, with cur cavalry close upon his heels. 
Our forces occupied Winchester yesterday after- 
noon. ‘The rebels also lost two generals killed. 
Our loss is comparitively small. The fight was 
brought on by the rebels attempting to mass their 
forces on our left, in the direction of Leesburg. 

Gen. Sheridan transmits to Gen. Grant the fol- 
lowing official report, just received by the Depart- 
ment : 

‘*Wincnester, Vo., Sept. 19—7.30 P. M. 
Lieut. Gen. U. S. Grant. 

1 have the honor to report that I attacked the 
forces of Gen. Early over the Berryville pike at the 
crossing of Opequan creek, and after a most stub- 
born and sanguinary engagement, which lasted 
from early in the morning until 5 o’clock in the 
evening completely defeated him, driving him 
through Winchester and capturing about 2500 
prisoners, five pieces of artillery, nine army flags 
and most of their wounded. The rebel Gen. 
Rhodes and Gen. Gordon were killed and three 
other general officers wounded. All their killed 
fell into our hands. 

Our losses are severe. Among them was Gen. 
D. A. Rassell, commanding a division in the 5th 
Corps, who was killed by a cannon ball. Gener- 

ls Upton, Melntosh and Chapman are wounded. 
I cannot yet tell our loss. 

The conduct of the officers and men was most 
superb. ‘They charged and carried every position 
taken up by the rebels from Opequan Creek to 
W inchester. 

The rebels were strong in numbers and very 
obstinate in their fighting. 

I desire to mention to the Lieutenant General 
Commanding the Army the gallant conduct of 
Generals Wright, Crook, Emery, Torbert, and 
officers and men under their command. To them 
the country is indebted for this handsome victory.

Burrato, N. Y., Sept. 20. News has been re- 
ccived here that a number of rebels from Canada 
captured the little steamer Parsons and Island 
Queen, in Lake Erie, yesterday afternoon.

I found the rebel army 
posted with its right resting on the north fork of 
the Shenandoah and extending across the Stras- 
burg Valley westward, to North Mountain, occu- 
pying a position which appeard almost impregna- 
ble. After a great deal of manceuvering during 
the day, Gen. Crook’s command was transferred 
to the extreme right of the line, on North Moun- 
tain. and he furiously attacked the left of the en- 
emy’s line, carrying everything before him. 
While Crook was driving the enemy in the great- 
est confusion and sweeping down behind their 
breast-works, the 19sh army corps attacked the 
rebel works in front, and the whole appeard to 
be broken up. They fled in the utmost confu- 
sion. 

Sixteen pieces of artillery were captured, also 

a great many caissons, artillery horses, &e., ce. 

Iam to-night pushing on down the Valley. 

I cannot say how many prisoners J] have cap- 

tured, nor do [ know my own or the enemy’s cas- 

ualtics. 

Only darkness has saved the whole of Early’s 

army from destruction. My attack could not be 

made until 4 o'clock in the evening, which left 
but little daylight to operate in. 

The lst and 3d cavalry divisions went down

HAWTHORNE AT HOME. 


In his own home, the shyness which often ren- 
dered it diflicult to get on with him seemed to 
fullaway. To me, at least; he was the most 
courteous and kindly of hosts ; and I think, before 
the end of my visit, he bad overcome the nervous 
doubt which always oppressed him, whether it 
was possible for anybody not to get bored in bis 
company. As I write, [ r@™@ll, one by one, all 
the incidents of that visit—the strolls in the pine 
wood above the house, where the Jeaves fluttered 
to and fro, and the wind sighed fitfully: the 
lounges on the hot summer afternoons on the 
torpid Concord stream, watching the fish dart in 
and out underneath the rushes; the row upon 
the little lake, with the visits to the neighbors’ 
houses, in that genial kindly community ; and 
above all, the long talke at night, when every 
body else was asleep, and when, over the cigars, 
Hawthorne would chat on in that low musical 
voice I found such a charm in listening to. 

He was nota brilliant talker; there are not 
many sayings of his that I can recollect worth 
repeating in themselves as disjointed fragments. 
It is difficult to analyze the charm of anything 
which pleases you ; but ifI was obliged to try to 
explain the attraction of Hawthorne’s talk, I 
should say it lay in the odd combination of clear, 
hard-headed sense and dreamy fancy. 

Cynical he was not: his mind was too large a 
one for anything small or mean ; but he was tol- 
erant of everything to a marvellous degree ; 
eatholic in all his judgments ; skeptical because 
he saw any question from so many points of view. 
In truth, at the time I often fancied that Shaks- 

are’s conversation in private life must have 
~ akin to that [ heard on those evenings spent 
in Hawthorne study. 

On the last evening that I passed there I re- 
member that our talk rambled, after many things 
as men’s talk often will, to the question of what 
was to happen to us when life is over. We were 
speaking of the spiritualist creed, that existence 
recommences, under another form, the moment 
afterdeath. ‘*Ah,’’ said Hawthorne, half laugh- 
ing, half seriously, ‘I hope there will be a break. 
A couple of thousand years or so of sleep is the 
least that I can do with before I begin life again.’’ 

These few words which [ have written I have 
written frankly, knowing, or at any rate believ- 
ing, that Hawthorne himself would perfer to be 
so written of. Ithink he knew and judged him- 
relf with the same measure as he judged others. 
[ recollect as we shook hands for the last time, 
at the door of his house, he said to me, in part- 
ing, ‘I am glad for once to have met an English- 
man who can see there are two sides to every 
question.”’ The compliment was undeserved 
onough,fbut I have sought to merit it in saying 
something of him who said it. And those who 
knew bim best, and therefore loved him best, will 
not, I think, be angry with me for so doing —E. 
Dicey.

The War for the alnion, 


THE BATTLE AT BERRYVILLE, 
GREAT VICTORY BY SHERIDAN. 

The Baltimore American gives the following 
account of the great battle fought at Berry- 
ville on the Shenandoah river, on Monday the 
19th inst., between the forces of Gen. Sheridan, 
and those of Gen. Early, and resulting in a com- 
plete and decisive Federal victory. 


Details of the Engagement. 
Heapquarters Mippte Mitirary at 
Wincugster, V., Sept. 19—9 P. M. 

General Sheridan's army has this day fought 
one of the most successful and decisive battles of 
the war. Victory again perched on our banners, 
and the rebel army which so recently threatened 
the invasion of the loyal north has been defeated 
and utterly routed, with the loss of at least three 
thousand killed and wounded, including six gen- 
erals, namely :—Rhodes, Wharton, Bradley T. 
Jobnson, Gordon, York and Colman, the two first 
of whom were killed and the others badly wound- 
ed; and we have captured two thousand five hun- 
dred prisoners, nine battle flags, representing 
nine different regimental organizations, five pieces 
of artillery, with caissons. 

The recital of the victory ought to make every 
loyal heart at the North glow with admiration 
and gratitude to the brave men and galiant oflicers 
who have achieved so signal success. ; 

On Sunday morning Early sent Gordon's 
division of rebel infantry from Bunker Hill, 
where it had been stationed for the past few days, 
to drive Averil] out of Martinsburg and destroy the 
bridge on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad across 
the Opequan, which they erroneously thought 
had been repaired. They occupied Martinsburg 
for a short time without doing any damage to the 
railroad, aud were eventually driven by Averill as 
far as Darkesville. a 

Shortly after five o’clock Wilson's division of 
cavalry crossed the Opequan at the Berryville and 
Winchester pike, moving his command ney 
along the road. Driving the enemy’s skirmis 
line, he gallantly charged the enemy's field works 
with the first brigade, and carried them at the 
point of the sabre, capturing thirty prisoners. 

These field works were constructed by the reb- 
els to guard the fordat Opequan, and prevent our 
passage at that point. It will be seen how sig- 
nally they failed to accomplish the object for 
which they were constructed. 

Gen. Sheridan having learned on Sunday that 
the main portion of Early’s forces were encamped 
in the vicinity of Bunker Hill and Stephenson's 
Depot, resolved to mass his forces on the Berry- 
ville and Winchester pike, and, by a rapid move- 
ment, hurl them on Early’s rear. 

There is no doubt but that the enemy were 
completely surprised and out-maneuvred by Sher- 
idan. While his different columns were being 
marched to the appointed place of rendezvous a 
portion of our cavalry, under Generals Torbert 
and Averill, kept up a strong picket line along 
the Opequan, and by demonstrating in force at 
Burns’ Ford kept a large portion of the enemy at 
that part of the field, which was nearly twelve 
miles distant from the front, where it was intend- 
ed that our infantry should operate, and strike a 
blow which should result in the signal defeat of 
Early’s army. 

The delay in the arrival of the 19th corps ena- 
bled Early to move Gordon's division at the double 
quick trom Bunker Hill, distant about ten miles, 
and bring it up in time to form a line of battle 
with Breckinridge’s, Ramseur’s and Rhodes’ 
commands, which had already arrived and were 
formed in a belt of woods skirting Berryville and 
Winchester. As soon as the 19th corps arrived, 
it was formed in fuur lines of battle about 300 
yards apart, on the right of the 6th corps, and 
everything being in readiness,the advance was 
sounded at about 12 o’clock, and the different 
lines moved forward. 

The 6th corps advanced in splendid style, and 
just as composedly as though marching at a re- 
view or on parade, with drums beating and colors 
flying, presenting an imposing spectacle. 

The first line had not advanced more than two 
hundred yards before it beeawe warmly engaged 
with the enemy, who were posted in line about 
six hundred yards distant. At the same time our 
artillery opened a furious cannonade, throwing 
shells and solid shot into tite opposite wood, 
where the enemy could be distinctly seen moving 
up reinforcements. 

Our different lines of battle continued to ad- 
vance steadily until within nearly 200 yards of 
the enemy’s line, when the rebels opened a furi- 
ous cannonade with grape and canister from the 
batteries which they had previously kept secreted, 
and which plunged through our advancing lines. 
mowing down large numbers of our men. The 
first line was obliged to give way under so mur- 
derous a fire, and in retreating behind the second 
line threw it into momentary confusion, and it 
also was obliged to fall back behind the third 
line, which had in the meantime been ordered to 
lie down, in order to avoid as much as possible 
the effects of the withering fire which the enemy 
was directing against our advancing lines. 

The artillery was now brought up and posted 
in commanding positions to silence those batte- 
ries of the enemy which had caused so much an- 
noyance, and our line reformed and again moved 
forward, regaining the advanced position which 
they had held when they were obliged to fall 
back. But this success was not gained without 
the most obstinate resistance of the enemy. 

Gen. Sheridan had previously rode along the 
lines, and was received everywhere by the men 
with the greatest enthusiasm. 

Having regained the advanced position which 
we had previously occupied, the different lines of 
battle were ordered to Jie down and await the ar- 
rival of Gen. Crook's corps, which was held in 
reserve on the eastern side of the Opequan. They 
were ordered up toa position on the extreme 
right of our line, in order to counteract a move- 
ment on the part of the enemy, who was massing 
troops on their left fank with a view of turning 
our right. 

Precisely at 3 o’clock Gen. Crook formed on the 
right of the 19th corps, his first division on the 
extreme right of our line and his second division 
in the rear, supporting a division of the 19th 
corps. Gen. Crook having formed his men, rode 
along the lines and was received with the most 
vociferous cheering, the men promising to wipe 
out Winchester. 

Gen. Torbert, with Merritt’s and Averill’s di- 
visions of cavalry, having crossed the Opequan 
about 9 o’elock at Burns’ and Knox's fords, had 
been hard at work all day fighting considerable 
bodies of the enemy's infantry and cavalry, and 
having been successful in steadily driving them 
before them, now arrived on the extreme right, 
and was prepared to take part in the final strug- 
gle which secured the victory. 

Gen. Sheridan rode out to where Gen. Torbert, 
was stationed, and, after a consultation with him 
as to what part the cavalry were to take, ordered 
the final charge, which was made with an impet- 
uosity which nothing could resist. 

Our line, extending nearly three miles in 
length, advanced amid cheers and yells which 
could be distinctly heard far above the noise 
caused by the thunder of artillery and the con- 
tinuous roar of musketry. Our men had pre- 
pared accordingly for the coming struggle. 

As our lines advanced closer and closer to those 
of the enemy, the battle became more and more 
desperate, and the fierce carnage will compare 
favorably with any similar contest of the war. 
The slaughter was now truly awful. At every 
discharge men would be seen dropping all around. 
The contending lines at some points could not 
have been more than 200 yards apart. 

Just as this critical period, above the roar of 
artillery and other sounds of battle, was heard 
the cavalry bugle sounding the chargs, which was 
the death knell of Early's army. 

The columns of Early’s command were forced 
to give way and break before the onslaught our 
cavalry made upon them, who with sabre in 
hand rode them down, cutting them right and 
left, capturing 711 private and non-commissioned 
officers, with nine 9 battles flags and 2 guns. 

The broken and demoralized enemy fled in con- 
fasion, throwing away everything which could in 
any way impede their flight, and strewing the 
ground with their arms. Some made for the 
heights beyond Winchester, but they were speed- 
ily dislodged by Averill and forced to beat a hasty 
and ignominious retreat up the valley, where such 
of Early’s command as are left are now gathered. 

Of the field and line officers I have been able to 
collect a few names of the killed and wounded. 
Among them are Col. Babcock of the 75th New 
York, wounded; Cul. E. Bright, 125th, Ohio, 
killed ; Major Dillingham, 10th Vermont, killed; 
Lieut. Col. Brewer, 7th Michigan Cavalry, killed. 

The City Hotel and adjacent foundries, together 
with many private houses in Winchester, are full 
of the rebel wounded. It is estimated that there 
are at least 3000 in Winchester. Allowing for 
those who were carried away in ambulances and 
for those able to toddle along, it will be a small 
estimate to place their wounded at 4000 and their 
killed at 500, which, together with the prisoners 
already captored, numbering 3000, will make 
their loss 7500, equal to one of their : 

OF our loss itis impossible now to drm any 
correct estimate, but from information at hand, 











together with personal observations on the field, 





I do not think it will exceed 500 killed and 2500 
wounded, if it amounts to that nimber. 

After the battle was won and whilst our troops 
were passing throngh Winchester, several citizens 
among them some ladies, came out with Union 
flags and bid our soldiers welcome back to Win- 
cbester. . . 

The people of Winchester all agree in stating 
that Early’s command is fearfully demoralized, 
and speak of his retreat as disgraceful. Both 
men and officers rushed frantically through the 
atreets, throwing away everything that could in 
any way impede their flight. 

Our cavalry having secured a safe passage for 

the infantry, the sixth corps was moved across 
the Opequan and along the pike towards Win- 
chester, leaving its train in park on the opposite 
side of the stream, to a point about a mile and a 
half distant from the ford, where it formed in 
line of battle and threw out a strong skirmish 
line. At the same time the artillery opened on 
the woods into which the enemy’s infantry had 
retired, and kept up an incessant cannonade, the 
enemy replying briskly with parts of two batter- 
ies. 
There was a delay of at least two hours, caused 
by the non-arrival of the Nineteenth corps, 
which, through misconception of orders, had fail- 
ed to come up at the proper time. 


SHERMAN’S GREAT CAMPAIGN, 

The correspondent of the New York Times, 
writing from Atlanta, under date of September 
4th, says: 

Gen. Sherman left Chattanooga on the 2d day 
ot May, and his army arrived at Atlanta on the 
2d of September. In that space let me briefly 
state the following occurrences : 

General Sherman advanced an army of .over 
120,000 men against the enemy, known to be 
between seventy and eighty thousand strong. 
The rebels were met at Ringgold, both armies 
presenting a front of at least fifteen miles. From 
this point to Tunnel [ill slight skirmishing oc- 
curred. From Tunnel Hill to Buzzard Roost the 
army was three days making five miles, ow- 
ing to the strong natural positions which con- 
fronted it at every movement forward. The army 
of the Cumberland attempted to carry this base 
of mountains by storm, but did not succeed, and 
patiently thereafter awaited the developments of 
the army of the Tennessee, which had some days 
before marched down Snake Creek Valley. Ao 
attempt was made by Gen. Sherman in this lo- 
cality to bag the rebel army, and we all thought 
he would do it, but we were doomed to disap- 
pointments, as Johnston, after giving us two days’ 
fight, evacuated the situation at Resacca with 
great care, and destroyed about one third of the 
bridge across the O »stanoula. 

Right in the face of a multiplicity of rebel 
tetes due pont, Sherman spanned the river with 
three pontoon bridges, crossed his army the same 
day he occupied Revacea, built the bridge over the 
Ovstanoula, and run a train and his army into 
Kingston three days after the capture of Resacca, 
and took possession of Rome the next day. The 
position at Resacca is full of natural defences 
From this point to the Altoona Mountains, with 
the exceptiun of the passage of the Etowan, the 
obstacles to surmount were not of so huge a 
shape. But the Altoona mountains and passes 
loom up more terrible than do the defences at 
Buzzard Roost. Sherman did not even attack 
the rebels here, but left a corps behind some 
fine works, and took his army away round to the 
right, where he encountered the enemy in large 
numbers. At Dallas three battles were fought, 
all of which were successful. On the 28th of 
May, however, at New Hope church, the enemy 
massecLin front of Howard's corps, and drove our 
men back in great confusivn, killing and wound- 
ing and capturing nearly two thousand. This 
was the first real defeat we had sustained, as the 
attack upon Buzzard Roost was merely a ‘‘feeler.’’ 
Wood was immediately assisted by the reserves 
of the Fourth Corps and a portion of the ‘'wen- 
tieth, and the rebels were pushed right into 
their works, which they evacuated on the 3d of 
June. This gave us the railroad and all the 
passes through the Altoona range, and Gen. Sher- 
man swung his army round towards the valley 
between the battle-field and Lost Mountain, and 
established his headquarters upon the railrvad, at 
a town called Acworth. 

Here our forces threw up a formidable line of 
works, and both sides kept up an incessant skir- 
mish for more than a week. On the 18th of June 
the pickets became entangled with each other, a 
general engagement ensued, and our forces carried 
several eminences, among which was Lost Moun- 
tain, the monster of the crowd. This gave us 
another advance, and brought us up to Kenesaw, 
a frowning earth giant, which seemed to be pur- 
posely thrown across our direct route to Mariet- 
ta, which nestled immediately behind it. At 
Kenesaw some desperate skirmishing took place, 
and as the enemy had several guns upon the 
mountains, we got the worst of it as the shelling 
from the mountain was incessant for nearly two 
weeks. 

On the 25th, Hooker made a night attack, and 
advanced his line several hundred yards, and un- 
a cover of darkness threw up some breast works. 

n the morning the abattis in front of the Twen- 
tieth Corps was only distant about 40 yards from 
the obstructions in front of the enemy's works. 

On the 27th of June a grand conceuted attact 
was madeeupon old Kenesaw, but after brilliant 
manvouvers and assaults, our forces were compell- 
ed to desist, although ground had been gained by 
Hook: r, Schofield, Loganand Palmer. In this nu- 
successful assault we lost over 3,000 men among 
whom was the lamented Harker, one of the noblest 
heroes of the war. Dan. McCook, and other fine 
officers fell at Kenesaw, and tor another week our 
furces hid themselves behind their earthworks. 

By a desperate flank movement, however, Sher- 
man urged his forces clear around the grim old 
hill, and celebrated the Fourth of July at Mari- 
etta. 

Between Marietta and the river, the enemy had 
four splendid lines of earthworks, beside several 
hills upon which were located his artillery. Al- 
though this was to cover his crossing the river, 
desperate skirmishing took place all along the 
lines on the 6th and 7th of Jaly 

We reached the river on the 10th of July and 
on the night of the 13th, five corps had crossed 
the Chattahooche, twelve miles north of the rail- 
road bridye. On the night of the 18th the whole 
army was across the river, and heavy skirmishing 
took place upon the right, near Peachtree Creek, 
and upon the left near Decatur. 


In the afternoon of the 20th of July, the ene- 
my attacked our right and centre, and a desper- 
ate battle touk place, lasting until dark, and re- 
sulting in a frightful defeat of the enemy. The 
fighting between Hvoker and those opposed to 
him was particularly severe. Hooker alone lost 
nearly two thousand men, and the rebels nearly 
three times that number. 

The next day our lines advanced all around and 
we moved up to within six miles of the city. 4 

Friday, the 221, Schofield dispatched Sherman 
that the enemy had withdrawn from his front, 
and the whole army moved up to within a mile 
and a half of the city, with the fall expectation 
that the enemy had removed down the Macon 
road. Bat we were doomed to dissappointment, 
for as we approached their forts, they saluted us 
with shot and shell in a most striking manner. 

The whole army immediately intrenched itself, 
and befure noon the artellery fire upon both sides 
was furiously at work. 

On the left, one of the most remarkable hattles 
of the war was in progress from 10 A.M _ till 
hear dark. In great numbers they poured down 
upon one corps, and drove our men from their 
works, capturing 12 guns and several stands of 
colors. But the loss of life was most frightful 
npon the rebel side. Their loss in killed, wound- 
ed and missing, at the lowest estimate, was 13.- 
000 men, 17 stands of colors and a large quanti- 
ty of smallarms. We lost one of the greatest 
general officers of the day—McPherson—and be- 
tween tive and six thousand men, a few stands of 
colors, and 10 guns. 


On the night of the 27th of July, and on the 
morning of the 28th, the Army of Tennessee, 
comprising three corps, was moved from the ex- 
treme left to a new position on the right, and in 
the afternoon of the 28th, Hood made his third 
attack upon our forces in front of Atlanta, and 
experienced his third defeat. In this battle the 
enemy had five general officers wounded, two se- 
verely, and lost nearly 6,000 men. Oar loss in 
this battle was not exceeding 1,500, all told. 
From the 28th of July until the 6th of August, 
almost incessant skirmishing was kept up by both 
sides, day and night. 


On the 7th the 14th corps assaulted the ene- 
my’s lines—carried the rifle-pits handsomely, but 
was repulsed when upon the point of climbing up 
the rebel works, with a loss of 300 men—200 of 
which wa8 sustained by the régular brigade. 

From that time until the last battle south of the 
city, with the exception of heavy skirmishing and 
continual artillery duels, nothing transpired 
worthy of note. 

From Chattanooga to Marietta, the energies and 
endurance of the men were taxed beyond descri 
tion. For three long months the enemy did ~— 4 
ing but fight and dig in the day time and dodge 
canon and shells at night Most of the 
time the army had full rations, but very little 
shelter—tor really it rained half the time, and 
all the camp equipage had been left in the rear.
